farms in Arkansas. 'Everything was 
first-class, showing how, with proper 
cultivation, it is possible to produce 
a surprising variety of things on a 
very small area. Among the varieties 
of corn was some of the Early Masto- 
don, 
'which was planted May 11, and 


gathered, thoroughly matured, Aug- 
ust 17, or just 93 days. 
He recom- 


mends this variety very highly as be- 
ing able to head off the drouth. The 
car certainly demonstrated the mira- 
cles that can be wrought ;by proper 
cultivation. 


Mr. White has 'been a practical 


farmer all his life. 'He wag a pioneer 
in applying scientific methods to the 
work, and what he has done any 
other man can do, if he will only put
